JCrAHW' fifty years ago, 3 Ik. Talboys Whleleu called attention to the 
existence o£ these Dianes, and in 1878 he gave a few veiy meagre extracts 
from them in his Early Eccords of Eriiish Tndut Last year, guided by 
Mb. Taebo^s WnrrwAi’s Eeport, the old jiapers were seat died out for me 
hy the kind officials of the Imperial Recoid Department, and the Government 
of India most graciously accorded me permission to copy and publish them 
It svns only after the printing had been done, that I discovered that 
Jin H BKVEniDOE had published Anderson’s Diary* in the Cakulin Jiciinr 
of October ]88d, and CampbeU's Diary and Fullarton’s Relation m a subse- 
quent number. But if, in \icw of this fact, the present publication loses 
the charm of novelty*, I cannot but think it w ill he extremely 
useful For, in the first place, back numbers of the Calcutta lln me arc not 
very easily ’procured , and, in the second, when I compaicd my printed test 
with that of Mn BrM-ninoF, I found that the document I was working at was 
a far better copy* of the original than the one which JIu BFWiunGr found 
among the Hastings’ pajiers at the British Museum Although the jKirallcl 
columns I ha^c made use of aie not lieautiful — and they h.nc necessitated 
the use of small type, — it will be an advantage to the student to ha\t 
the nents of each day clearly before his eyes Fullarlon give- us » 
“Xaratlon” not a “Diary”: but 1 haae thought it best to break iij) his 
paragraphs and to sjxacc them according to date. 

Ml.. BnimwiK in his reproduction of the Dianes did not follow tin

no disputes can hereafter arise"*' In this expectation they were destined to be sadly and completely 
disappointed 

A few weeks after at this intera icw at Bykuntpore, Colonel Cootc arrived at Calcutta, and 
on April 22iid ho sot out to n««urao the ^command of the army at Patna IIis instructions from 
the Select Coniiiiiltec, dated the dn\ prcuous, read as follows 

" We arc nd\ l‘''■d by Major Gnmne, that there is adilTi'rencc Iietwccn the JTnbab and Ilamnaraiii, 
rclaliac to the accounts of tho Patna proamcc We hojie this niaj be aniirahly and 
rcaaonablj adjusted, and request that jon will give jour n‘sislnncc towards it ns innch ns 
jiossiblc As Itamnarain has been reniarkabl} slcaiU in his allegiance with the Corojiany, 
and reeeiicd from Colonel Clue particular asenrnnci,s of liis prot'ction with resjieet to 
Ills person, fortune, and government, we recommend yon to secure him ngain«t all 
nttompls of oppression or injiistice, and further that the Goacrninenl of Patna 
bo prc<ericd for him, if it is his inclination to continue in it It is needless for 
ns to add, that it will be far more agreeable to all partii «, if that can lx* done by 
representing to the Knbnb the obligations we arc under to Panuiarain, and preietiting 
by that means tho iicecseiti of any forcible means " 

On May tho 8th, Carnac, in consequence of Coote’s arrival, wrote to tho Select Committee 
• xpressinj, a desire to be allowed to return to Calcutta with a view to proteefbng to Ilngland, 
but on Coote's arrival at Calcutta, the Major finding the views of hi" superior offierr wire 
coincident with his own, postponed his intended departure 1 must pa^s as rapidly as jiossiMc ovir 
the events which occurred between Coote’s arrived at Patna, and the recall of Coote and Carnac 
It IS somewhat important, however, to notice that McGnirc, the Companv’s Chief at Patna, plays 
a very minor part on every ociasion of importanoe, but that his syiiipitbics were on the whole ca'-l on 
the side of the Jfawab Pa*sing over many matcnals of le'S-’r importance, we come to a letter from 
the Xawab to the Gov«rnor, dated June ICth 1761
